Mrs. L eavitt, wife of L ea vitt 
was nex t called. 
The lady apf» eared self- 
possed and answ ered in a clear, full voice. 
She is a plesant-looking blonde, a b o u t 
th irty years of a.e . and her m anner is th a t 
of a w om an of culture and decision. 
She heard of th e m urder from her hus­ 
band; knew A rensdorf.

The inter-state commerce law causes 
chang es in the passeng er business of the 
Northern Pacific railroad as follows: 
Abolishes passes except to railroad em­ 
ployes; abolishes lumbermen’s tickets 
and all special rates; abolishes half fare 
permits to clerg ymen ann for charitable 
and educational purposes, excepting be­ 
tween inter-state points; abolishes rebate 
mileag e books of 1000 miles available to 
men and women alike at $ 30; increases 
the round trip rate between stations 12» ^ 
per cent, and reduces the amount 6f free 
bag g ag e to 150 pounds for each passen­ 
g er. 


The trial of the new law in reg ard to 
the running of barber shops on Bunday 
has thus tar been exceeding ly g ratifying 
to the tonsorial community, in nearly 
every city in the state, as is remarked by 
exchang es, aud the barbers now have a

Severe penalties are 
imposed for the violation of those reg u­ 
lations and upon any officer who refuses 
or wilfully neg lects to enforce them.

There is probably no dis­ 
position on the part of the authorities to 
be unduly hasty in acting under these 
laws, but they will be strictly enforced 
we have no doubt, aad the dealers should 
avoid trouble by posting themselves fully 
a* to their req uirements.

can be found. 
Inquiry at another 
emnloyment office elicited the fact 
that never before has there been 
such a demand for railroad men. 
The man in charge said they could 
find places for 3,000 rneu within a 
week if they could get them. 
A 
few men are coming in now from 
Iowa and Illinois, but apparently 
the number of men from the South 
is smaller this year than in former 
years. 
There will be a good de­ 
mand for farm hands this year at 
about $25 per month. 
But the 
greater number of men will be sent 
out on the railroads.

THE AMERICAN CARDINAL. 


Magnificent Ceremonies In Rom* of Which Car­ 
dinal Gibbon* of Baltimore, I* the Central 
Figure and hi Which It I* Bishop Ireland's 
Privilege to Participate. 
Rome, March 25.—Cardinal Gibbons a t 
10:30 this morning arrived a t the iron 
gates of the basilica of S a n ta Mario in 
Trastevere, to formally take possession of 
it as his titu lar church. 
He was arrayed 
in the stan d a rd robes of a cardinal, w earing 
a white fur cape, crimson silk m antle and 
long train. 
When he reached tho door a t 
the church he knelt upon a cushion placed 
on a strip of carpet. 
The canons belong­ 
ing to the church and the students of the 
American college irk Rome, wearing sur­ 
plices, were waiting for the cardinal, who. 
when he approached the church, was ac­ 
companied by the Right Rev. Jo hn Ireland, 
bishop of Ft. Paul, Minn., and by Master 
of Ceremonies Marucci and others. 
The 
cardinal, after kneeling, kissed the crucifix, 
which was presented to him by a canon. 
Tho cardinal then put on his beretta and 
placed incense in tho incenser. 
He then 
again bared his head, took his aspersorium 
from the canon who had presented the 
crucifix and signed himself with the sign of 
the cross. 
Resuming the beretta, he ns- 
perged the people with holy water after 
which lie again removed his beretta «:::! 
was thrice incensed by the canon, the choir 
meanwhile singing tho 
anthem , 
“ Free 
Harerdo Magnus.” 
The procession then 
moved to the a ltar, followed by the c a r­ 
dinal, who blessed the ja-ople as he went. 
The sacram ent was administered, and all 
knelt in prayer. 
The procession next went 
to the high altar, where the cardinal knelt 
and the canon recited the Pater N ostorand 
other prayers. 
In the ap*e a throne with 
white back and crimson canopy had been 
placed. 
The cardinal seated 
himself on 
the throne, the bishops and priests in at- 
tendance being seated ab ou t him. 
The 
pro th on otary, Monsignor Pericole, there 
upon read in Latin the papal bull assign­ 
ing the church S anta Marie in Trastevere 
to ( 'ordinal Gibbon* as his titu lar church. 
This recited a t length the nature of the as 
signrnent, o fth e government, custody and 
annexed privileges of the baeciliCa.

the reading the canons went forward to the j 
throne, and alt b u t the chief ration knelt 1 
and kissed the cardinal s band, thecardi- j 
nal rising to receive the chief canon for the i 
kiss of peace.

by Canon Francisco Arduini. 


THE I AHDINAI.’S ADDRESS. 


To this Cardinal 
Gibbons, rem aining,

memory of the days of the catacom bs. Its j 
foundation was laid by i>o|hi ('alixtu* in ' 
the year 241.

German Home Life. 


No one can have spent much time 
among the Germans w ithout having 
hail frequent o cc a sio n s to observe and 
admire the econom y and thrift which 
kept them com fortable a t home and 
make them prosperous, often wealthy 
abroad, says a Dresden correspond­ 
ent. 
These features extend th rough- 
out the entire econom y both of pub­ 
lic officers and dom estic life. 
Just so 
much force is applied as is necessary 
to accom plish the object desired, just 
so much sustentation provided as will 
he needed; thus much alw ays, but no 
i more. 
The hotels furnish but one set 
(able or regular meal daily, ‘ he table 
d ’hote dinner, breakfast, and supper 
being ordered a la carte, and at the 
1 morning meal the waiter begs to be 
informed 
whether 
the 
Herr 
will 
dine 
a t 
table 
d ’hote 
that day, 
i and if not, no provision is made for 
, him. 
Just enough of every dish is pro­ 
vided to satisfy the wants of t hose 
who signified 
their 
intention 
of 
being present, but there is no surplus, 
and if you com e without notice iresh 
food m ust he ordered and prepared 
for you. 
Ami the sam e rule prevails 
i in private families where the m istress 
carves from the dishes prepared; her 
estim ation is alw ays sufficient, there 
is alw ays abundancefor all but no su­ 
perfluity; there is no carrying to tile 
slop-pail of piles of plates filed with 
j choice and costly 
viands 
scarcely 
I touched: none of the lavish, prodigal 
w aste which one observes 
at the 
] table of 
our 
large 
hotels, 
when 
I the 
guest 
surrounds 
himself 
with a barrier of dishes resulting, 
principally, in the benefit of the scav­ 
enger. 
A German girl is not thought 
tit to be married unt il she is a thor­ 
ough and efficient housekeeper, (food 
m istresses make good servants, and 
the German house servants certainly 
seem deserving of the highest praise. I 
cannot fail to observe the am ount of 
oik they do. and how thoroughly 
and cheerfully it is done, how clean 
every tiling is kept and how neat thev 
keep themselves; at what astonishingly 
early hours they commence work, and 
th at they never seem to have time for 
gossiping or beaux, except on Sunday 
afternoons, when they walk silently 
hand-in hand with a soh ritz (the mili­ 
tary generally preferred) to a hall or 
garden where there is “balnm sick,” 
where they dance all night till broad 
daylight and com e home to go steadi­ 
ly to work again. 
I spoke of the ear­ 
ly hours of the dom estic, hut these 
good habits are not confined to them, 
but extend through the com m unity. 
The usual hour of rising is 6 o'clock. 
Schools generally begin at 7. 
Break­ 
fast is not a formal meal, where all 
the family assem ble around substan­ 
tial dishes, but consists of coffee and 
a roll or two, and is taken when it 
-nits the convenience of the individual. 
Dinner is an elaborate meal of m any 
courses, served usually in families 
lief ween I and Ii o'clock p . m . 
Supper 
's also a hearty, substantial meal, 
eaten at a later hour than our “tea.” 
And all inm ates are expected to be in 
the house for tile night at half past 
LO, a t which tim e t lie large outer 
Joors of the lower main entrance are 
io.-ed and fast< ned, and you m ust 
pay a sm all fee to the servant who lets 
vou in if you come later than that 
Hour. 
B»it operas, concerts, and the­ 
ater* commence at 6, so it i? not dif­ 
ficult to com ply with these rules, even 
T hose of gay aud festive inclination.

A Stringent Liquor Law. 


The liquor dealers should read care 
fully the laws passed at the last session 
of the legislature in regard to their bus­ 
iness, says the St. Cloud Journal Press, 
and the saying is certainly applicable to 
Brainerd. 
There i-, probably, not a s a ­ 
loon in Ibis city who is not during every 
day that his place is open rendering 
himself liable to a heavy fine and im- 
pm om ent, the revocation of Ins license 
and disability to take out a license here­ 
after. 
This 
Is, we 
believe, 
wholly 
througli ignorance of the laws and not 
because they intend to disregard them. 
AH the liquor laws passed by the legis­ 
lature are now in effect except the high 
license law. 
Among the things forbid­ 
den by these law, are the following: 
The selling to a minor, to a student of 
any school, to an habitual drunkard or 
intemperate drinker, or to an intoxicat­ 
ed person; selling on Sunday or any 
election day; to keep for sale, sell or give 
away any intoxicating liquor in 
any 
place except the r;«ora mentioned and 
described in the license; “ to keep any 
bagatelle or card or any other kind of 
table whatsoever, except billiard and 
pool tables, oi to allow the same to be 
kept in any room where any of the 
liquors mentioned in this act are licensed 
to be sold, or may be sold or kept for 
sale, or to allow any games of cards, 
throwing of dice, or any other game of 
any kind or nature whatsoever to be 
played in such room;” to allow gambling 
upon the premises. 
Severe penalties are 
imposed for the violation of tho*e regu­ 
lations and upon any officer who refuses 
or wilfully neglects 
to enforce them. 
The mere payment of a fine will not sat­ 
isfy the law. 
There is probably uo dis­ 
position on the part of the authorities to 
be unduly hasty in acting under these 
laws, but they will be strictly enforced 
we have no doubt, and the dealers should 
avoid trouble by posting themselves fully 
as lo their requirements. 
Our liquor 
dealers have shown a disposition to live 
fairly up to the iaw is impaitially enforc­ 
ed, and we call their particular attention 
to the new enactments simply as a m atter 
of information for their benefit.

The intcr-statc com m erce law causes 
changes in the passenger business of the 
Northern Pacific railroad as follows: 
A bolishes passes except to railroad em ­ 
ployes; abolishes 
lumbermen’s 
tickets 
and a ll special rates; abolishes half fare 
permits to clergym en ann for charitable 
and educational purposes, excepting be­ 
tween inter-state points; abolishes rebate 
m ileage books of 1000 m iles available to 
men and women alike at $30; increases 
the round trip rate between stations 12)$ 
per cent, and reduces the amount of free 
baggage to 150 pounds for each passen­ 
ger. 


H ie trial of the new law in regard to 
the running of barber shops on Sunday 
bas thus tar been exceedingly gratifying 
to the tonsorial com m unity, in nearly 
every city in the state, as is remarked by 
exchanges, aud the barbers now have a 
chance to worship the 
Lord in the 
beauty of holiness and make the whole 
Sabbath what it ought to b e --a d a y o f 
rest. 
The proprietors say they lose no 
money by it either, for their trade on 
Friday and Saturday is enough larger 
thau formerly to m ake up for all that is 
lost on the Sunday trade. 
The general 
public feel a little inclined to grumble 
and when a man forgets all about the 
new order of things and neglects to get 
around on Saturday, then indeed he is 
apt to use even a stronger vernacular, 
but a little forethought would remedy 
all this, and in the cud the public w ill 
bless the new regim e in fully as eloquent 
language as do the knights of the razor.

T he city council have concluded that 
the only thing they can do in regard to 
license for the com ing three m onths be­ 
fore the $500 law goes into effect is to 
fix the amount at $75, w hich is pro rata 
the same as was charged during the past 
year. 
The saloon men were notified last 
night o f the action of the council by the 
ch ief of police, and were also notified to 
get their applications in to-day, if possi­ 
ble, as the application has to be publish­ 
ed in the city paper for two weoks before 
license can be granted. 
The $75 must 
accom pany the application, and parties 
w ho arc now running and who do not 
m eet this requirem ent w ill be closed np. 
It is calculated that the saloon men will 
all continue in the business until July 
1st, and that four-fifths o f them w ill 
take out the $500 license at the expira­ 
tion of that tim e. 


A Stringent Liquor Law. 


The liquor dealers should read care 
fully the laws passed at the last session 
of the legi'lature in regard to their bus­ 
iness, says the Bt. Cloud Journal Press, 
and the saying is certainly applicable to 
Brainerd. 
There is, probably, not a sa ­ 
loon in Ibis city who is not during every 
day that his place is open rendering 
him self liable to a heavy fine and lrn- 
prisomcnt, the revocation of his license 
and disability to take out a license here­ 
after. 
T his 
is we 
believe, 
wholly 
through ignorance of the jaws and not 
because they intend to disregard them. 
A ll the liquor laws passed by the leg is­ 
lature are now in effect except the high 
license law. 
Among the things forbid­ 
den by these law* are the follow ing: 
The selling to a minor, to a student of 
any school, to an habitual drunkard or 
intem perate drinker, or to an intoxicat­ 
ed person; selling on Sunday or any 
election day; to keep for sale, sell or give 
away any intoxicating liquor in 
any 
place except the room m entioned and 
described in the license; “ to keep any 
oagatelle or card or any other kind of 
table whatsoever, except billiard and 
pool tables, ot to allow the same to be 
kept in any room where any o f the 
liquors mentioned in this act are licensed 
to be sold, or may be sold or kept for 
sale, or to allow any gam es of cards, 
throw ing of dice, or any other game of 
any kind 
or nature whatsoever lo be 
played in such room;’’ to allow gam bling 
upon the premises. 
Severe penalties are 
imposed for the violation of those regu­ 
lations and upon any officer who refuses 
or w ilfully 
neglects 
to enforce them 
The mere paym ent of a fine w ill not sat 
isfy the law. 
There is probably uo d is­ 
position on tlic part of the authorities to 
be unduly hasty in acting under these 
law s, but they will be strictly enforced 
we have no doubt, and the dealers «hou!d 
avoid trouble by posting them selves fully 
as to their requirements. 
Our liquor 
dealers have shown a disposition to live 
fairly up to the law ie im paitially enforc­ 
ed, and we call their particular attention 
to the new enactm ents sim ply as a matter 
of info!alation for their benefit.
